Elected officials from the State 
Senate, the House of Delegates, 
the Prince George’s County Coun- 
cil and the School Board were in 
attendance Monday night as some 
of Greenbelt’s best and brightest 
students received awards from the 
Advisory Committee on Educa- 
tion (ACE) during the Greenbelt 
City Council meeting. 

The room was brimming with 
the students’ families, friends and 
supporters and Jon Gardner, ACE 
Chair, said he was “gratified to 
see a full house” as he began his 
remarks. 

The ACE awards are “testa- 
ment to the council’s continued 
and energetic support for the edu- 
cation of Greenbelt’s children,”

Gardner said, who noted that the 
awards are in their fifteenth year. 

The elementary and middle 
school students who won the 
awards each received a $20 gift 
certificate to Books-a-Million at 
Beltway Plaza, while the win- 
ners who are about to graduate 
from high school received $1,000 
scholarships intended to help 
defray expenses as they move 
onto college, Gardner said. In 
addition, each winner received an 
ACE T-shirt and an invitation to 
march in the Labor Day Festival 
Parade. 

The students were then intro- 
duced using descriptive material 
provided by each school. 

Damien Jackson and Eryca 


King, both sixth graders, were 
the ACE award winners from 
Greenbelt Elementary School. 
Jackson is involved in the WGES 
morning news team at Greenbelt 
Elementary, is on the honor roll 
and has a 3.8 GPA, Gardner said 
as he introduced him. 

King was described as “both 
kind and capable” and was said 
to enjoy “learning new informa- 
tion and ideas.” Gardner said she 
was an active reader and makes 
the honor roll every quarter. 

Marcos Bonilla-Flores and Ga- 
briela Gonzalez won the awards 
for Springhill Lake Elementary 
School. Bonilla-Flores has a

Parks and Recreation Programs 
Feel Impact of Poor Economy 


Council held its eighth Fiscal 
Year 2010 budget worksession on 
May 6 in the multi-purpose room 
of the Community Center, cover- 
ing Recreation and Parks. The 
budget presentation was made 
by Director of Recreation Hank 
Irving; Julie McHale, assistant 
director for programs; and Joe 
McNeil, assistant director for 
operations. They were joined by 
program directors for Arts, Aquat- 
ic & Fitness Center, Community 
Center, Greenbelt Kids, the Rec- 
reation Centers and Therapeutic 
Recreation. 

In addition to the entire 
council, City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin, Assistant City Man- 
ager David Moran and City Trea- 
surer Jeff Williams were in at-

tendance. Also present were 
community representatives from 
Emperian Village (Greenbelt 
West) interested in recreation 
and other city programs in that 
area of the city. 

Because of the large number 
of programs and activities con- 
ducted by the department, the 
budget worksession started at 
7:30 p.m., half an hour earlier 
than usual; and even then, it last- 
ed until just after 10:30 p.m. 

The proposed budget for 
FY10 for the department to- 
tals $5,187,400, an increase of 
$210,000 over the adopted Fis- 
cal Year 2009 budget but just 
$58,400 over the estimated FY09 
year-end experience, projected to 
total $5,129,000. Staffing will 


remain generally the same as for 
Fiscal Years 2008 and 2009 at 
59.8 full time equivalents. 

Of the total budget, $1,086,000 
is designated for parks, a respon- 
sibility performed by the Public 
Works Department, with $822,600 
of that budgeted for Public Works 
labor. On the recreation side, 
labor costs total $2.9 million out 
of a total recreation budget of 
$4,101,300. 

In his opening remarks Irving 
noted the considerable contribu- 
tion to the department’s activities 
each year by citizen volunteers. 
He ventured an estimate of the 
value of that contribution at ap- 
proximately $2,000,000.

Council to Meet May 26 
On Its Election Proposals

The Greenbelt City Council 
held a final public hearing re- 
garding possible changes to the 
system of municipal elections. 
Following closely on meetings 
in Old Greenbelt and Greenbelt 
West last week, this meeting was 
held at Windsor Green, in the 
eastern part of the city. 

Council has held the hearings 
for input on the possibility of 
moving municipal elections to 
even years to correspond with na- 
tional and state elections, as well 
as considering adding two ad- 
ditional members to council. At 
the close of the meeting, Mayor 
Judith Davis announced council’s 
next steps. 

On May 26 council will meet 
to express their individual opin- 
ions on the issue. If needed, 
the city would begin the Charter 
Amendment process on June 8. 

The city has been debating 
this issue since February 2008, 
when the NAACP and ACLU 


wrote the city arguing that the 
city council violated the 1965 
Voting Rights Act. The Green- 
belt City Council has always 
been made up of whites, though 
according to the 2000 census 
Caucasians made up 39.3 percent 
of the population while African 
Americans represent 41.3 percent, 
Asians 12.1 percent and Latinos 
6.4 percent. 

The 15 or so people attending 
this meeting in Greenbelt East 
presented a wide variety of opin- 
ions regarding municipal election 
reform. Joan Falcao said, “Af- 
ter a year of soul-searching and 
hearings, I have yet to see any 
evidence of violation of the Vot- 
ing Rights Act.” Falcao said she 
hoped the process would “prime 
the pump of minority participa- 
tion” but stressed that the prob- 
lem has always been “a lack of 
candidates, not voters.”

Volunteer Groups Reduce 
Requests for City Funds

In these tough economic times, 
organizations receiving funds 
from the city have requested 
smaller increases in contributions 
from the City of Greenbelt for 
the next fiscal year. 

“It’s such a small amount, 
council usually finds the money 
to fund it,” said Assistant City 
Manager David Moran. 

Contributions being considered 
by council to such groups totaled 
$89,100, less than a $3,000 in- 
crease among 10 groups over the 
$86,856 approved last year. By 
contrast, that total had increased 
by $14,000 above that approved 
in 2007. 

The city received 10 applica- 
tions for direct funding and 29 
applications for recognition status 
— often with requests for in-kind 
contributions such as free meet- 
ing space or help from the Public 
Works Department. 

Golden Age Club President 
Catherine Brannan said the $6,100 
in donated travel costs can keep 
Greenbelters young — in response 


to a direct question from Coun- 
cilmember Konrad Herling during 
the April budget worksession. 
“We are there to keep you young. 
We are an organization of active 
seniors. Those who can’t get out 
so much, because of a disability 
or whatever, we’re there for them 
too,” Brannan said. 

Greenbelt Concert Band asked 
for $4,600 to support their con- 
cert schedule and told council 
they were limited in their abil- 
ity to make money. They can’t 
charge admission or sell CDs for 
profit because of royalty laws, 
said Director David H. Clarke. 
“We mostly give away CDs as 
souvenirs to our members.” 

Friends of the New Deal Café 
Arts asked for $2,000 of the or- 
ganization’s $18,000 annual bud- 
get — same as they had requested 
in 2008. Councilmembers asked 
the Friends’ leadership to do 
more outreach to Greenbelt East 
and West. “This is something

No to Changing City 
Election Year Voting 


Congratulations to the News 
Review for taking a stand against 
moving Greenbelt’s election year 
to coincide with state and federal 
elections in its editorial of May 
7. The editorial provides many 
reasons why such a change would 
do more harm than good, includ- 
ing possibly making it more dif- 
ficult for minority candidates to 
win — which is supposed to be 
the whole point. 

Moving city elections into 
competition with the elections of 
bigger jurisdictions is only going 
to hurt Greenbelt and its citizens. 
Council should not feel pressured 
to do this in order to appease 
outside groups who irresponsibly 
accused Greenbelt of nonexistent 
election law violations. These 
groups failed to do basic home- 
work on this issue (e.g., failed 
to notice that Greenbelt voters 
cannot elect minority candidates 
when none have been on the bal- 
lot). The irresponsible nature of 
the accusations is further high- 
lighted by the failure of any of 
these groups even to attend the 
latest of the recent hearings, held 
in Springhill Lake/Empirian Vil- 
lage (the ostensible locale of their 
concern) after Greenbelt has been 
forced to spend over $100,000 to 
deal with their attacks. 

It is already very easy to vote 
in city elections — you can vote 
absentee if you prefer not to 
vote in person for any reason. 
Greenbelt does an excellent job 
of publicizing elections, and 
candidates already reach out to 
all areas of Greenbelt including 
SHL/Empirian Village. As a 
past candidate, I can confirm that 
residents who want to run for of- 
fice receive generous assistance 
from city staff in satisfying the 
requirements for candidacy. Lack 
of participation in elections is an 
endemic social problem, certainly 
not confined to Greenbelt and 
although I agree that we can and 
should try to improve the situa- 
tion, this city does not deserve to 
be scapegoated for it. 

I look forward to the oppor- 
tunity to vote for a resident of 
Empirian Village in upcoming 
elections. But, as the News Re- 
view says, changing the election 
year will neither provide more 
new candidates nor help them get 
elected. And it’s never a good 
idea to let oneself be bullied into 
taking an action that 1s not in 
one’s best interest.

Patuxent to Modernize 
With Stimulus Funds 


The Department of Interior 
has announced it will use $6.91 
million in stimulus funds from 
the American Recovery and Re- 
investment Act of 2009 for seven 
modernization projects at the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
Patuxent Research Refuge in 
Laurel. A total of $7.964 mil- 
lion has been awarded for con- 
servation projects in Maryland, 
$6 million of which will be 
used to rehabilitate infrastruc- 
ture associated with Patuxent’s 
Facilities Modernization Plan. 
Projects include planning and de- 
sign; demolition of Stickell Hall; 
construction of one residence, a 
modular replacement building; 
and replacement of six gates 
at the perimeter fence and four 
other gates. 

All the projects represent pri- 
ority needs identified by the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
capital planning process or exist- 
ing plans. The final list, Interior 
said, was for projects that met 
the agency’s highest priority mis- 
sion needs, generated the largest 
number of jobs in the shortest 
period of time and created last- 
ing value for the public.

NASA Kids’ Program 


Sunday on Hubble 

NASA’s Goddard Space Flight 
Center in Greenbelt is holding a 
special program for elementary 
school students and their families 
this Sunday, May 17 from 1 to 3 
p.m. with an afternoon of hands- 
on activities at the Visitor Center 
exploring the Hubble Space Tele- 
scope (HST), which has revolu- 
tionized astronomy. 

Because the HST has provided 
eye-opening clear images of the 
solar system, stars and galaxies, 
students will create their own im- 
ages of what they think the next 
pictures from Hubble will look 
like in Hubble Through the Eyes 
of a Student. During Hubble 
Docking, they will work with 
a partner to try to dock a small 
paper shuttle in a cup that rep- 
resents the telescope. They will 
will also participate in Hubble 
Perfection, an activity that simu- 
lates how astronauts train for mis- 
sions in space suits and gloves. 

At the same time the families 
are busy with their Hubble ac- 
tivities at the Visitor Center, astro- 
nauts aboard Space Shuttle Atlantis 
will be finishing the fourth of five 
planned space walks as part of 
the final servicing mission to the 
orbiting Hubble Space Telescope. 
Coverage of the STS-125 mission 
will be shown on television moni- 
tors at the visitor center. 

Known as the Sunday Ex- 
periment, the program is held the 
third Sunday of the month from 
September through May featur- 
ing activities that demonstrate 
NASA’s science, engineering 
research and technological devel- 
opments. It celebrates all things 
science, technology, engineering 
and mathematical and the major 
science missions managed by 
Goddard and set to launch in 
2009 and 2010. 

Emilie Drobnes, founder of 
the Sunday Experiment program 
says participating kids get to “act 
like scientists and engineers while 
building all types of little rockets 
and hover-crafts, designing their 
own planets and stars and trying 
their hand at being part of the 
manned space program . . . and 
we aren’t afraid to get our hands 
dirty in the process!”

Eileen C. Turner 

Former Greenbelt resident E1- 
leen C. (MacIntosh) Turner, 84, 
died on Tuesday, February 10, 
2009, in Berlin, Md. She was 
buried at Arlington National Cem- 
etery alongside her husband of 
61 years Cyril S. Turner, Jr., on 
May 7. She had been in assisted 
care since 2000 as she progressed 
through the various stages of Al- 
zheimer’s Disease. 

She was the oldest daughter 
and one of four children of the 
late Harold (a chemist) and Mary 
MacIntosh (a registered nurse). 
She was born and reared in Mont- 
clair, N.J., and moved to Green- 
belt after receiving her bachelor’s 
degree in history from Montclair 
State Teacher’s College. After 
graduation, she was recruited by 
Prince George’s County Public 
Schools to teach at Greenbelt 
High School. Later in her career, 
she taught at Northwestern High 
School until her retirement in the 
early 1980s. 

She was introduced to Cyril S. 
Turner Jr. by one of her students 
in 1945; they were married in 
1947. Mr. Turner was a Navy 
veteran, returning from duty on 
Saipan in the South Pacific during 
World War II. 

Mrs. Turner’s career in teach- 
ing was interrupted in the 1950s 
during which time she gave birth 
to six children. One daughter 
died at birth in 1951 and is buried 
along with Mr. and Mrs. Turner in 
Arlington National Cemetery. 

They lived at several locations 
in Greenbelt before building a 
home at 47 Lakeside Drive in 
1956. In addition to their home 
in Greenbelt, the Turners had been 
property owners in Ocean Pines, 
Md. since 1967. This became 
their permanent home in the 1980s 
after retirement. 

Mrs. Turner held a master’s 
degree in education from Bowie 
State College which she received 
in 1970. During her tenure at 
Northwestern High School she 
taught U.S. history, journalism and 
coached the debate team. She was 
a natural when it came to debating 
as anyone who thought to win 
an argument with her can attest. 
Under her direction journalism 
students won several awards at 
Columbia University in the late 
1970s for their efforts with their 
school newspaper. 

Mrs. Turner had a rich and full 
life after retirement during which 
she traveled to many foreign coun- 
tries with her husband. She was 
greatly loved and respected by her 
children and grandchildren. 

She is survived by all five of 
her adult children: Mary Beth 
Coleman of Potomac; Suzanne C. 
Haley of Severna Park; Mark G. 
Turner of Columbus, Ohio; Brian 
M. Turner of Upper Marlboro; 
and Gregory N. Turner of Ocean 
Pines. Also surviving are 10 
grandchildren and a brother and 
sister-in-law, Richard and Ann 
Andrews of Gaithersburg, Md.

““A Sense of Wonder,” a docu- 
mentary film about Rachel Car- 
son, will be shown at the New 
Deal Café on Monday, May 18 
beginning at 7 p.m.

He is the co-founder and 
executive director of Beyond 
Pesticides, a nonprofit organiza- 
tion that works to protect public 
health and the environment and 
lead the transition to a world free 
of toxic pesticides.

FY10 Issues 

Irving told council that the 
department’s FY10 budget was 
holding the line with only a small 
increase over FY09. He regis- 
tered concern that the department 
could be impacted by the current 
economic downturn which could 
affect delivery of recreational 
and cultural services Greenbelt 
residents have become accus- 
tomed to. 

He specifically noted potential 
decreases in state and county 
funding that support parks and 
recreation programs, a decline in 
business or individual sponsor- 
ships that support programs and 
events each year and the pressure 
on Greenbelt residents to be able 
to afford the popular self-support- 
ing programs. 

Irving also advised council of 
increasing competition for avail- 
able meeting room space and 
storage needs. Council was pro- 
vided with a listing of nearly 150 
city recognition groups, boards 
and advisory committees and 
other organizations with claims 
for available meeting space on a 
no-fee basis. 

The budget document notes 
that while this is a positive sign 
of community-based citizen par- 
ticipation, it puts a burden on 
the amount of time and space 
available to regularly schedule all 
users for meetings, activities and 
class offerings. 

One staff suggestion was to 
informally request that some city 
recognition groups with organi- 
zational budgets make a small 
contribution for use of the public 
space. Meeting space and stor- 
age capacity are particularly acute 
at the Community Center. 

The Recreation Department is 
also responsible for the Health 
& Wellness program for city 
employees. This program con- 
tinues to expand and staff are 
looking for supporting grants, 
sponsorships or other funding, 
recognizing that such programs 
result in fewer sick days, lower 
overall health costs and better 
staff morale. 

The last issue is an effort to 
develop a comprehensive Rec- 
reation Strategic Plan this year 
to help guide the department’s 
formulation of the Fiscal Year 
2011 budget next year, similar to 
plans in prior years by Planning 
and Community Development and 
Greenbelt CARES. 

Budget Review 

Members of council reviewed 
the 13-page list of accomplish- 
ments describing new and ongo- 
ing programs conducted last year. 
Another four pages list all pro- 
gram offerings for the year and a 
composite calendar for the varied 
special event programs throughout 
the year. 

Except for January and No- 
vember, every month is full of 
department-organized community 
events celebrating arts, music, 
theater, the seasons, major holt- 
days and specialized camps for 
Greenbelt youths (of all ages), 
pets and seniors. 

Councilmembers noted the 
Daddy/Daughter Dance event in 
June and asked if any Mom and 
Son events were planned. Staff 
indicated they are working on a 
Mom/Son camp out at the pool 
but have not yet worked out 
details. 

Another question related 
to birthday parties that can be 
scheduled at the Aquatic and Fit- 
ness Center. Stephen Parks, the 
Aquatic & Fitness Center super- 


visor, noted that the party room 
is nearly always fully booked. 

Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts asked about potential 
plans for recreation fields at a 
new Greenbelt Middle School. 
McLaughlin advised that the 
Prince George’s County School 
Board staff have been looking 
at plans for the proposed facil- 
ity to address city concerns and 
those raised by middle school 
staff regarding planned fields and 
whether they are sufficient to 
handle organized sports activities 
of the new school. 

Communications 

During discussion of the Rec- 
reation Department’s admuinistra- 
tion budget for public notices, an 
issue arose concerning a potential 
conflict with the department’s 
plans to move to greater use of 
electronic communication with 
Greenbelt residents rather than 
postal mail service. The discus- 
sion brought into sharp focus the 
conflict between the department’s 
desire to go “green” by relying on 
distribution of an e-brochure for 
recreation programs and council’s 
focus on improving city communi- 
cation with all residents, especially 
those in Greenbelt West. 

Recreation staff members were 
proud they had considered email 
over snail mail for brochure dis- 
tribution and, at the same time, 
had met council directives to 
reduce their budgets. In this case 
the department was saving the 
city $23,000 in postage costs but 
if council thought otherwise, the 
budget for public notices in the 
Recreation Administration would 
need to be increased by $23,000. 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
wondered if city communications 
should also include notices in 
other languages. As has become 
the practice, that line item, with a 
possible increase of $23,000, was 
put on a list for council delibera- 
tion and decision at its final May 
18 Budget Review Worksession. 

A perennial issue was raised 
during review of the Aquatic 
& Fitness Center budget — the 
high annual cost for indoor pool 
maintenance to control tempera- 
ture and humidity. The annual 
cost runs to nearly $100,000 and 
council wanted to know if there 
were ways to reduce that cost. 

The staff had settled on the 
main piece of equipment, known 
aS PoolPAK, based on their com- 
parison shopping and discussions 
with other pools in the area. 
Because of its design features 
this is the only solution for the 
Greenbelt facility. 

Summer Camps 

In the Greenbelt Kids portion 
of the budget, staff noted that 
summer camp programs are doing 
very well except for some at the 
teen level. This summer a new 
program, Dance Camp, will be 
initiated. 

In discussing the Arts program 
budget, councilmembers raised an 
issue as to the appropriateness of 
the city’s encouraging more art 
in public places. They requested 
staff to research whether laws on 
the books in Maryland or Prince 
George’s County encourage de- 
velopers to plan for art in their 
projects or whether there were 
impediments to such activities in 
planning and zoning regulations. 

Also discussed in review of 
the arts budget was activity un- 
derway by the Friends of the 
New Deal Café Arts, with a sup- 
porting grant from the Greenbelt 
Community Foundation, to de- 
velop a community-wide arts and 
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cultural calendar. 

The city’s arts supervisor not- 
ed the city was aware of the 
proposed project. Although the 
city would not be able to manage 
it, the city could certainly make 
sure that city-sponsored arts and 
cultural events are listed on the 
community calendar. 

New Year’s Events 

During review of the special 
events budget Irving expressed 
concern regarding increasing staff 
needs associated with the plan- 
ning and conduct of the Green- 
belt New Year celebration. Not- 
ing that this event was started at 
the time of the millennium by 
a dedicated group of Greenbelt 
volunteers, he said that the role 
of staff has increased to a point 
where very little volunteer energy 
is involved in the planning of 
what has become a large event. 

He said the event will be 
scheduled for 2010 but staff will 
be evaluating staffing needs as 
part of the aforementioned stra- 
tegic planning for the department 
looking toward 2011. 

In certain respects this state of 
affairs appears to be self-inflicted. 
After a few years it became ap- 
parent that city staff were mak- 
ing the decisions on the plans 
for and the scope of the annual 
Greenbelt New Year celebration, 
including its broadening to other 
venues in the city center. Annual 
attendance for the event, based 
upon pass sales, has hovered 
around 700 to 800 participants, 
plus a host of on-site volunteers 
the night of the event. It was 
not clear whether the overall cost 
of the event was an issue or just 
the increasing level of staff work 
needed to put it on. 

Two more budget workses- 
sions remain, May 13 at Green 
Ridge House and the final budget 
review worksession on May 18. 
A second public hearing on the 
FY10 proposed budget is sched- 
uled for May 26 and approval 
and adoption of the FY10 budget 
will probably occur on June 1. 


Stimulus Funds Help 
Md. Energy Programs 


The recently passed American 
Recovery and Reinvestment Act 
(ARRA) includes more than $113 
million for Maryland through 
the U.S. Department of Energy’s 
(DoE) weatherization and energy 
assistance programs. 

The funding will support Mary- 
land’s Weatherization and Low- 
Income Energy Programs and 
Maryland’s State Energy Program. 
Maryland’s Weatherization and 
Low Income Energy Programs 
will receive $61,441,745 of the 
funds to help reduce energy costs 
for low-income families and at 
the same time reduce the nation’s 
overall energy dependency, im- 
prove the environment and stimu- 
late economic development in 
low-income communities. Weath- 
erization involves a wide variety 
of energy efficiency measures 
for homes, including creating ef- 
ficiencies in heating and cooling 
systems, electrical systems and 
electricity consuming appliances. 
The DoE estimates that weather- 
ization saves $1.83 in energy costs 
for every dollar of investment. 

Maryland’s state energy pro- 
gram will receive $51,772,000 
of the funds to help low-income 
Maryland families pay their heat- 
ing bills, minimize heating crises 
and make energy costs more af- 
fordable.

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Council Reviews Session, 
Approves Call Box Bill

The Greenbelt City Council 
grilled legislators on the 2009 
session Monday, May 11 and ap- 
proved a bill making it a misde- 
meanor crime to vandalize police 
call boxes, including those on the 
Spellman Overpass. 

Zoning Authority 

Del. Justin Ross (D-Dist. 22) 
told the council that he muddled 
through a John Kerry impression 
about voting for the bill before 
he voted against it — and before 
admitting he did not vote with 
the Greenbelt City Council on the 
city’s request for planning and 
zoning authority. 

“T will need you to explain 
that at some point because this 
is very important to the City of 
Greenbelt,” said Mayor Judith 
Davis. 

“If I and about four others 
had voted for this, it would have 
made a difference,” Ross an- 
swered. “We’ll work on this for 
next year.” 

An unfavorable vote in the 
Prince George’s delegation killed 
the state bill that could have 
given Greenbelt planning and 
zoning authority within city lim- 
its. Ross cited County Council 
opposition as part of the reason 
the bill failed. 

Greenbelt has had a planning 
and community development of- 
fice for more than 20 years and 
has been seeking zoning author- 
ity within its borders for most of 
that time. 


Senior Resource of the Month 


Gaines’ Report 

Del. Tawanna Gaines said 
Project Open Space funding 
should remain available but that 
highway user fees — locally avail- 
able funds derived from a gas tax 
add-on — are declining as more 
people buy fuel-efficient vehicles. 
“You’re using less gasoline,” she 
said, “and we’re not getting the 
money.” 

In response to a question by 
Councilmember Ed Putens about 
providing more help for people 
hit with rising utility bills, Gaines 
said, “You can’t legislate for ex- 
traordinary circumstances.” 

However, she did say a mea- 
sure was in the works to prevent 
electric providers from shutting 
off power in the hottest summer 
months, similar to a measure 
intended to keep the heat on in 
mid-winter. 

Call Box Misuse 

The council unanimously ap- 
proved a new misdemeanor for 
misuse of public safety call boxes. 

“We put these call boxes in 

. now we have the cameras 
pointing at the call boxes and 
the police can review those tapes 
and take action,’ Davis explained 
Monday after the council unani- 
mously approved the public safety 
measure. 

Police reported several instanc- 
es of juveniles trying to damage 
the call boxes or cameras, includ- 
ing shooting them with b-b guns, 
said Putens. 


Property Tax Credit 


Recognizing the increasing burden of property taxes on 
people of limited or fixed incomes, in December 2007 the 
Greenbelt City Council approved a property tax credit program. 
To make the program as simple as possible for people who 
might qualify, the city program “piggybacks” on the existing 
State of Maryland program. By filing for the state program, a 
property owner, once approved, automatically qualifies for the 
additional Greenbelt tax credit. The city’s credit will be equal 


to 25 percent of the state credit. 


Qualifications for the program are based on income, the 
value of one’s property and net worth. Property owners with 
a gross household income of $60,000 or less are encouraged to 
look into the program. The applicant’s net worth excluding the 
property cannot be more than $200,000. 

Information about the state program, including the applica- 
tion, is available at the State of Maryland Department of As- 
sessments and Taxation website at www.dat.state.md.us. Coop- 
erative owners must write “cooperative application” at the top 
of the application. Only one person at the State Taxation and 
Assessment Office processes cooperative applications.

Md. Nursing Home 
Survey Updated 


The Maryland Health Care 
Commission has released the 
2008 Nursing Home Family Ex- 
perience of Care Survey, which 
provides ratings for care provided 
by nursing homes based on obser- 
vations by family members and 
other responsible parties. 

Comparisons between previous 
scores showed increased satisfac- 
tion in some areas and little change 
in others. Nursing homes with 80 
or fewer beds have the highest 
overall satisfaction scores, followed 
by nonprofit homes and homes in 
the western part of the state. 

Maryland is one of only a few 
states that survey nursing homes 
and publish individual results. 
Since the addition of the survey 
results, the online version of the 
guide is now visited over 20,000 
times each year. To view sur- 
vey results and the other tools 
go to: www.mhcc.maryland.gov, 
click on “Consumers,” “Nursing 
Home Guide” and “2008 Family 
Survey.” 


Recovery Act Funds 


Area Water Projects 

Governor Martin O’Malley an- 
nounced 12 proposed projects in 
Montgomery and Prince George’s 
Counties to receive more than $8 
million in grants and $2 million 
in low interest loans as part of the 
$119.2 million for Maryland water 
quality and drinking water projects 
under President Barack Obama’s 
American Recovery and Reinvest- 
ment Act (ARRA). The funding 
includes a $4 million grant for 
the Washington Suburban Sani- 
tary Commission (WSSC) Lower 
Anacostia Sewer Lining Project, 
located in one of the state’s des- 
ignated “Environmental Benefits 
Districts.” 

Congressman Steny Hoyer 
applauded the funding, saying, 
“These investments will have the 
dual impact of putting people to 
work in our state immediately on 
projects we very much need.”

we have mentioned in the past as 
well,” said Mayor Judith Davis. 

President Barbara Simon said 
they were planning several youth 
music events in coordination with 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
in May and next fall. She added 
that reaching out to condomini- 
ums and secure apartment com- 
plexes has posed a problem in 
the past but they would look into 
ways of getting their message out 
to these communities. 

Councilmember Ed Putens said 
neighborhoods like Hunting Ridge 
and others have events coordina- 
tors and other means of reaching 
their residents. “Everybody has 
some sort of coordinated effort” 
he said. 

Go Arts Calendar 

Such groups also promoted 
their GoArts calendar project, a 
single, unified community arts 
calendar to help patrons, busi- 
nesses, arts groups and artists 
publicize their schedules as well 
as coordinate planning for up- 
coming events. 

The Greenbelt Aquatic Boost- 
ers asked for $900 more than 
previously, in part to compensate 
their coaches. 

Labor Day Festival, a city 
“recognition group,” asked for 
no money but receives phone 
and Public Works support during 
the three-day festival. With a 
$19,000 reserve, Festival Presi- 
dent Linda Ivy addressed issues 
resulting from their re-writing of 
bylaws last summer. Changes in 
the bylaws took some participants 
by surprise. 

Much of the disagreement 
resulted in misunderstandings 
of the new rules or simply not 
paying attention to the fine print, 
Ivy said. “Nobody read the pa- 
perwork, because nothing changes 
in Greenbelt. We had two people 
who didn’t realize it was new.” 

Davis and other councilmem- 
bers had heard complaints from 
groups planning to pull out of 
future festivals due to increases 
in fees and other changes. 

Ivy responded that they have 
resolved many of the differ- 
ences with groups and worked 
with those who could not afford 
fee changes. She said increases 
should not be a burden if groups 
are splitting profits equitably with 
food vendors they contract to run 
their booths. 

“The Astronomy Club was 
making a very little bit but their 
vendor is making a lot of mon- 
ey,” Ivy said. “Originally the 
booths were here to put out in- 
formation about the groups and 
make some money but if you 
bring a vendor in who’s bringing 
in a large portion of your money, 
there’s nothing we can do about 
that.” 

Teen Talent 

The Festival Committee is 
planning changes including hav- 
ing teens and young adult musi- 
cians provide more of the enter- 
tainment Friday night — perhaps 
bringing out talent from Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School. 

They asked for help resolv- 
ing telephone issues and perhaps 
getting another shuttle service to 
go to Emperian Village and the 
Metro. 

The final budget worksession 
will be held May 18. Council is 
scheduled to vote on final adop- 
tion June 8.

One resident said he was “dis- 
appointed” in council for “cav- 
ing in to the threat of a lawsuit. 
Greenbelt is not racist.” He 
added, “As far as having more 
seats, this council is big enough!” 
He went on to suggest term limits 
for city council seats. 

Bob Rand said “the key is- 
sue 1s more racial and ethnic 
diversity.” He suggested that 
the city investigate the situation 
as a moral, rather than a legal, 
position. 

Greenbelt West 

Ed Crump referred to the re- 
cent meeting at the Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center at which 
only one citizen spoke. “Green- 
belt West has been the problem. 
Council is large enough and [a 
larger council] will increase oper- 
ating costs. It just won’t increase 
racial diversity unless you get 
people interested in voting.” 

Andy Carruthers noted that 
several local municipalities were 
currently involved in elections. 
“Participation across the county 
is dreadful.” 

The NAACP reported last year 
that Assistant Attorney General

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Congressional Page 
Applications Open 


Pages have been serving the 
House of Representatives for 
nearly 200 years. Working as a 
team, pages assist members with 
their legislative duties, deliver 
correspondence and small pack- 
ages within the congressional 
complex, answer phones in the 
member cloakrooms and prepare 
the House floor for sessions. 

High school juniors with a 
GPA of 3.0 or higher in core 
academic subjects may apply to 
work as pages in the U.S. House 
of Representatives for a fall or 
spring appointment. There is no 
GPA requirement for pages who 
work during the summer semes- 
ter. While serving the House, 
pages live in Washington, D.C., 
at the Page Residence Hall, a few 
blocks away from the Capitol. 
During the academic year pages 
attend classes at the House Page 
School. Pages must be sponsored 
by a Member of Congress and be 
at least 16 years old on the date 
they begin their term. All com- 
munication regarding the page 
program must be made through 
the applicant’s sponsoring mem- 
ber. More details can be found

New MVA ID Rules 


Begin on June 1 

On June | the Maryland Mo- 
tor Vehicle Administration (MVA) 
will implement new requirements 
for proof of legal presence in the 
U.S. before one can be granted 
a Maryland driver’s license, ID 
card or learner’s permit. Start- 
ing January 1, 2010, under the 
federal REAL ID Act of 2005, 
licenses and ID cards from states 
not in compliance will not be ac- 
ceptable for official purposes such 
as boarding airplanes or entering 
federal buildings. 

To issue a driver’s license, 
learner’s permit or ID card MVA 
will require proof of ID be 
brought in the form of the appli- 
cant’s actual Social Security card, 
a current W-2 form, SSA-1099 
form, non-SSA 1099 form or cur- 
rent pay stub with the applicant’s 
name and Social Security number 
on it. Those not eligible for SSN 
must provide satisfactory evidence 
they have lawful status in the 
United States which may include 
birth certificate, current passport 
or other substitutes. People who 
cannot provide proof they are in 
the U.S. legally will be allowed 
to renew licenses until July 1, 
2015, but will not be able to use 
the resulting license for identifica- 
tion purposes.

New Online Game about Telescopes Released by NASA 


NASA has developed a flash 
online game about telescopes, 
featuring NASA’s next-generation 
spacecraft, the James Webb Space 
Telescope. The game, called 
“Scope it Out!” includes an in- 
troduction to telescopes and four 
matching games where players 
can compare simple telescopes to 
both Webb and the Hubble Space 
Telescope. 

“This is a great way to teach 
children and adults how simple 
and complex space telescopes 
work,” said Dr. Anita Krish- 
namurthi, education and pub- 
lic outreach leader for Webb 
at NASA in Greenbelt. The 
game level is intended for middle 
school students and above. It 
was created at NASA Goddard 
by Maggie Masetti with Krish- 
namurthi providing oversight on 
the project. Programmer Kent 
deVillafranca and artist Susan 
Lin, both of Science Systems and 
Applications in Greenbelt, did the 
programming and graphics.

The James Webb 
Space Telescope is a 
large, infrared space 
telescope, scheduled 
for launch in 2013 that will 
find the first galaxies formed 
in the early universe, con- 
necting the Big Bang to 
the Milky Way Galaxy. 
It will peer through dusty 
clouds to see stars forming plan- 
etary systems, connecting the 
Milky Way to the solar system. 

There are five levels of gam- 
ing in “Scope it Out!” from Level 
Zero to Level Four. Most levels 
present an image of a young 
woman looking through a tele- 
scope, side-by-side with a space 
telescope. Level Zero gives a 
basic lesson in telescope optics 
through animated graphics. Level 
One is where the matching game 
starts by asking the player to 
find the seven components in 
the simple telescope that match 






with those in the Webb 
telescope. The game 
culminates in Level 
Four where play- 
ers have to find the 
components of the Hub- 
ble Telescope that match 
up with the James Webb 
Space Telescope. 
The game requires Flash 
8 or higher and there are two ver- 
sions, one for larger monitors, the 
other for smaller ones. Once a 
monitor size is chosen, the game 
will pop up in a separate window. 
For convenience, there is also a 
small toggle button in the lower 
left corner of the game to allow 
a player to change the quality of 
the graphics. The web page also 
provides a downloadable wall- 
paper of an image of the Webb 
Space Telescope in space.
